NEWTOWN  AND  LLANLLWCHAI ARN  U.D.C. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newtown  and  Llanllwchaiarn  U.D.C. 

I am  instructed  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  l/64(Wales) 
to  make  an  annual  report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your 
urban  area  for  the  year  1963* 

Staff.  The  death  occured  of  Mr. Ken  Hamer  the  clerk  in  the  Public  Health 
Inspector's  office  and  this  position  was  filled  by  Mr. J.H. Leach  who 
commenced  duties  on  November  11th. 

The  offices  of  the  Council  were  moved  during  the  year  from  the 
Town  Hall,  which  has  been  reported  on  as  being  unsafe,  to  the  offices  in 
Kerry  Road. 

Vital  Statistics. 

There  were  92  births  in  1963,  44  boys  and  48  girls,  giving  a rate 
of  16.85  per  1,000  population. 

Of  these  3 were  illegitimate  births,  1 boy  and  2 girls. 

There  were  8 home  confinements,  no  still  births,  and  2 premature 

births. 

There  were  3 infant  deaths  under  1 year,  giving  an  infant  mortality 
rate  of  32.6  per  1,000  live  births. 

There  were  64  deaths  in  1963*  29  males  and  35  females,  giving  a 
rate  of  11.72  per  1,000  population. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  water 
supply  to  the  Urban  District. 

For  the  first  three  months  of  1963*  due  the  very  severe  frost 
great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  supplying  the  town  with  water  and  very 
many  properties  were  completely  without  water  for  periods  up  to  twelve  weeks. 
Water  was  supplied  in  buckets  from  a wter  carrier. 

Although  no  restrictions  were  imposed  during  the  summer  on  the 
use  of  water  many  people  who  live  in  the  upper  parts  of  the  town  complain 
of  the  inadequacy  of  supply  especially  during  the  day. 

All  water  samples  taken  from  the  mains  supply  by  the  P.H.I. 
and  myself  have  been  graded  satisfactory. 

Housing. 

29  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  during  the  year. 

The  Council  did  not  build  any  houses  in  1963  but  preparations 
proceeded  throughout  the  year  for  schemes  at  Maesyrhandir  and  Smithfield, 
but  no  work  on  the  sites  was  actually  stat&ed.  Five  houses  are  to  be  built 
at  the  Smithfield  and  at  Maesyrhandir  some  500  units  with  shops  and 
recreational  facilities  are  contemplated.  It  is  hoped  to  start  on  the  first 
phase  of  180  units  in  1964. 

Some  hosing  conditions  in  the  town  are  poor  and  many  families 
are  still  living  in  sub  standard  houses,  in  congested  areas  with  poor 
lighting  and  ventilation. 


Sewers. 

Work  was  completed  on  the  storm  water  sewer  to  relieve  the  foul 
sewer  in  Pool  Road.  Work  at  the  sewage  farm  was  completed  on  the  pump  house 
and  distribution  channels.  The  sewage  farm  is  working  satisfactorily  and 
there  have  been  no  adverse  reports  on  the  effluents. 

The  Council  considered  further  work  on  the  sewerage  system. 


Refuse  tip. 

This  is  maintained  satisfactorily  and  gave  rise  to  no  undue 
complaints  throughout  the  year.  The  present  tip  will  possibly  last  for 
another  five  years  or  so. 

Slaughterhouses. 

There  are  two  prigately  owned  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban 
district,  both  are  satisfactory  and  all  the  meat  is  inspected.  It  is  of  a 
high  quality.

National  Assistance  Act.  19^~7» 


No  action  was  taken  under  Section  9-7  of  this  Act. 

This  section  deals  with  the  removal  of  people,  mostly  elderly, 
who  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves  and  who  are  living  in  insanitary 
conditions.  The  Council  has  erected  a block  of  12  flatlets  for  elderly  persons 
with  a warden  service  and  in  several  cases  in  this  block  the  County  Council 
Health  Department  has  provided  Home  helps.  This  service  is  a fine  one  and 
in  no  small  measure  is  responsible  for  the  fact  that  no  action  under  the 
above  Act  was  necessary. 

The  introduction  of  a meals  on  wheels  service  has  also  been 
widely  welcomed  by  many  elderly  persons. 


I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  my  colleagues  on 
the  Council  Staff  and  to  the  members  of  the  Council  on  their  support  and 
encouragement  in  carrying  out  one's  duties.

trouble  and  supplies  were  more  or  less  maintained.  Perhaps  this  is  ,<ue  to 
the  fact  that  most  of  the  rural  supplies  have  been  put  m in  the  last 
10  years  or  so.
